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Report of the 


Board of Selectmen 


The Selectmen have met regularly during the year and Minutes of 
meetings have been furnished to the press for publication in order that 
Town citizens may at all times be familiar with the business transacted 
by the Selectmen. 


This year the Selectmen perambulated mutual boundaries with the 
respective Town of Reading. 


APPOINTMENTS AND COMMITTEES 


In April, Town Counsel S. John Canino resigned and the Board of 
Selectmen appointed Mr. Arthur S. Drinkwater, 2 Tower Hill Road. 
Upon Mr. Drinkwater’s resignation in October, Mr. James R. Lawler 
of Needham was appointed Town Counsel. 


The Charter Study Committee was reappointed in April and in 
October, the Selectmen were presented with petitions for signatures to 
promote an annual Town Meeting warrant article to place before the 
townspeople the election of a Charter Commission consisting of nine 
members to draw a charter for the Town under the Home Rule Amend- 
ment. The Committee is to be commended for its three-fold task in re- 
searching for any existing charter, compiling a list of the acts of the 
General Court and Special Acts accepted by the Town over the years 
and for examining the procedures open to the community under the 
Home Rule Amendment to make recommendations on the question of a 
charter, all of which are included in its report submitted to the Select- 
men in August. Sufficient petition signatures were gained for an an- 
nual Town Meeting warrant article to appoint a Charter Commission by 
the help of numerous citizens and the League of Women Voters. 


The Capital Outlay Committee was assigned the task of compiling 
a five year forecast of capital outlay expenditures for various town 
departments and Boards to better discern the future needs of the Town 
on a cooperative departmental basis. 


The Board of Selectmen appointed a Representative Town Meeting 
Study Committee in April and at the Special Town Meeting of Novem- 
ber 8, authorization was granted by the townspeople to appoint said 
committee comprised of seven members to serve for a term of one year 
to study the representative town meeting form of government. 
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At the annual Town Meeting in March, the Data Processing Com- 
mittee was appointed and granted the privilege of employing consultive 
services for analyzing the Town’s accounting and clerical procedures, 
including recommendations related thereto. Tax bills and the Town pay- 
roll are now computerized. 


Also granted by Special Town Meeting action in June was the re- 
activation of a Sidewalk Committee. Following procedural recommenda- 
tions for organization and instructions, the Selectmen appointed a com- 
mittee of five members in October in accordance with the provisions of 
the article. Such committee is to provide recommendations for yearly 
sidewalk construction as soon as possible after the beginning of the 
new year. 


TOWN BUILDINGS 


Office space was provided in March for the Inspection Department 
in the basement area of Flint Hall which includes the Gas, Plumbing, 
Wiring and Building Inspectors. 


A sewerage extension project for Flint Hall was completed dur- 
ing the year with a new septic tank and leaching extension having 
been connected with the septic field located adjacent from the new 
Police-Fire Station building. 


Flint Hall renovations to the first floor are underway and nearing 
completion to the area which was occupied formerly by the Police De- 
partment and offices are being furnished at this location for the Wel- 
fare Department, Town Clerk, Veterans Services and Inspection De- 
partment. Remodeling work is to be accomplished to the area now occu- 
pied by the Board of Assessors and Town Treasurer-Tax collector. In- 
vitations to bid were circulated and awarded to a contractor for re- 
modeling work in 1969 to the Basement Meeting Room at Flint Hall. 


The roof of the Building on the Common is being repaired by 
reshingling over exterior plywood panelling to correct leakage and 
should be complete early 1969. 


GASOLINE STORAGE PERMITS 


In July a Chapter 148 Hearing was held by petition of Costanza & 
Bertolino, Inc. for storage of gasoline at 148 Park Street and permis- 
sion was granted by the Board of Selectmen based upon certain restric- 
tions which resulted from a prior hearing held by the Board of Ap- 
peals. 


In December, the Selectmen deemed it advisable to advertise Public 
Hearing and revoke, by majority vote, fifteen permits for gasoline and/ 
or flammables -storage in underground tanks at various locations 
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throughout town which have either fallen into disuse over the last 
three or more years or were otherwise inactive.

LAND TAKINGS 


Under Annual Town Meeting Warrant Article 59, the Board of 
Selectmen held Hearing required under the provisions of Massachusetts 
General Laws, Chapter 79, and on November 14, 1968 voted to sign 
Order of Taking as it concerns approximately 140 acres of land on 
Chestnut Street to be used for municipal purposes, viz., sanitary land- 
fill area, Highway-Water Department Garage and for the protection of 
the Ipswich River Watershed. 


Easement for drainage was effected as it concerns a portion of 
the property owned by Mr. George Allin, 365 Park Street, in order that 
a flooding problem could be corrected in this area. 


PUBLIC SAFETY 


During the year the Board of Selectmen approved the updating of 
traffic signals at Main and Park Streets, at the intersection of North 
and Main Streets, at the intersection of Route 62 and Main Street 
(Kitty’s corner), assistance for each school zone location to be properly 
signed, pavement-marked or equipped with pedestrian lights, legal stop 
signs and others for the safety of the motoring public in many loca- 
tions. Approval was also granted for updating Town rules and regula- 
tions, line paintings throughout Town and certain parking bans on 
main streets of the town in the interest of safety. 


WELFARE AND VETERANS SERVICES 


Under Chapter 658 of the Acts of 1967 the State assumed jurisdic- 
tion for the welfare program on July first and rental of office space at 
Flint Hall was granted by the Selectmen for the uninterrupted continu- 
ance of its services. Mr. Henry Zurawel, 10 Redmond Avenue, was sub- 
sequently appointed to the newly created State Welfare Community 
Service Board to represent the citizens of North Reading. With the ris- 
ing costs of the Medicaid Program, the Board of Selectmen unanimously 
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voted to place an affirmative motion before the annual business meet- 
ing of the Massachusetts Selectmen’s Association on Saturday, October 
12, 1968 for the annual warrant, to investigate into the administration, 
financing and financial impact upon the cities and towns of the State 
takeover of public welfare either by action of the respective Association 
or by legislative commission. Mr. Paul D. Vergakes is a member of the 
Massachusetts Selectmen’s Association Committee to study the Medi- 
caid Program. 


Increased costs have resulted also this year for Veterans Services 
due to higher charges for hospitalization, medication and doctors and 
because of the telephone and other strikes affecting veterans. 


The Board of Selectmen wishes to thank its citizens, Town officials, 
Boards, Committees and Commissions for their cooperation and assist- 
ance throughout the year.

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Protection of Persons and Property 
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Report of the Police Department 


In the year 1968 the North Reading Police Department was very 
fortunate in being able to inaugurate a Training program for the men 
of the Department, that will increase their knowledge of Crimes and 
Investigations to higher degree of understanding. I shall elaborate fur- 
ther on regarding their Schooling. . 


Our Motor Vehicles record was recognized by the Registry of Motor 
Vehicles as being one of the finest for the 1968 season. This was made 
possible by each Police Officer concentrating on Violations in order to 
make North Reading a safe community. 


The 1968 vacation and checking of vacant homes was very carefully 
supervised, and we note that 897 homes were constantly checked and in 
the few house breaks that occured here, primarily they were in homes 
that the occupants neglected to inform the Police that they would be 
away. 


The mandatory State Law requires that when a new man is employ- 
ed by the North Reading Police Department, he shall attend a School 
within six months of employment. During 1968 we had four men attend 
the Northern Middlesex Police Academy at the Lowell Teachers Col- 
lege, under the tutelage of the most competent Law Enforcement 
personnel. Also I was very fortunate in arranging for Officer David 
Doten to attend a Photography and Fingerprinting Seminar of 
six weeks with the Boston Police Department. 


During 1968 I called for an examination for the positions of Police 
Sergeant due to the vacancies of two men and I am happy to report 
that we now have two new Sergeants namely William Smith and Augus- 
tus Lamont, giving the department it’s full compliment of ranking Of- 
ficers. 


Officer Donald Rich is the Juvenile Officer and is working with 
the School system and Franklin Emerson the Attendance Officer, to give 
help in all difficult situations. 


Officer David Doten is in charge of our Crime Laboratory and un- 
der his position it includes Photography, Fingerprinting, and the follow- 
up of all Criminal projects under his supervision. Officer Paul Peoples 
has been put in the Safety and Traffic Officers position and our acci- 
dent files and Safety regulations have been revised to give our residents 
the safest possible conditions, also the State Department of Public 
Works have shown enough interest in our Town that they are going to 
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install more Traffic Signals on Route 28 and Stop signs and Stop lights 
in Strategic parts of Town. 


All regular North Reading Police Officers have passed the RADAR 
TIMER OPERATOR’S TRAINING COURSE successfully and have 
received their certificates noting same. 


In addition to the above Schools and Seminars, the following men 
have attended at their own expense and time such advance Classes as 
these: at Lynn English High School, Lynn, Mass., “Law Enforcement 
Seminar Series #1” Chief Berridge, Sgts. Smith and Lamont, Officers 
Viveiros, Gunning, Peoples and Denicourt attended. 


Chief Berridge attended the F.B.I. Police Administration series at 
John Hancock Building, with Selectman Keyes attended lecture at the 
Government Center in Boston on Federal Funds, and was one of the 
Massachusetts Chiefs of Police selected to be on Committee for revising 
of the States Civil Service reformation. 


Chief Berridge and Sgt. Lamont are attending the North Shore 
Community College on Criminal Law, this course started in September 
1968 and will continue until May 1969. 


Officer Turcotte attended the Governors Conference on Drugs and 
Narcotics at John Hancock Building, under instructions of F.B.I. Sgt. 
Lamont is attending Northeastern University for a four year course on 
Law Enforcement. 


All previous information is being outlined, so that you the Towns- 
people will understand that I am striving to have our Police Department 
one of the finest in the State, every School and Law Enforcement in- 
structions that the men get will make them the finest and the best in 
Police procedures. .

2500 hours of training. These hours of training were completed on 
church, cruiser, Labor Day weekend, Fourth of July weekend, and other 
assignments such as fairs, proms, graduations, band concerts, lost per- 
sons, and other emergencies.

Vehicles, and others. The lectures and films are furnished by the F.B.L, 
Registry and State Police free of charge. 


The activities listed above are not only beneficial to the town directly, 
but are included as a part of a continuous training program in order 
that auxiliary officers may be kept abreast of all police func- 
tions, thereby being capable of rendering competent assistance in the 
event of a civil defense emergency.

Report of the Fire Department | 


The total number of EMERGENCIES answered by this department 
for 1968 was 967 consisting of 89 Bell Alarms and 878 Still Alarms. 
This is an increase of 217 over the previous year. Classification of the 
calls is as follows: Buildings 28; Woods 78; Grass 63; Auto’s 25; Trucks 
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6; Ambulance 347; False 22; Lockouts 17; Smoke checks 36; Rub- 
bish 16; Service calls 46; Bee’s 48; Accidents 28; Assistance to other 
communities (Mutual Aid) 89; Gas odors 11; Bomb Scares 8; Water 
breaks 18; Assistance to Police Dept. 12; Emergency pumping 55; Elec- 
trical fires 42; Grease fires 5; Misc. 51. 


The Fire Department is currently staffed with 12 men and a Fire 
Chief. Utilization of this manpower to provide 24-hour coverage allows 
only 4 men to each of the three shifts. With the present alarm frequen- 
cy and the requirements of providing two men to man our Ambulance, 
we are understaffed. At the 1969 Annual Town Meeting we shall be 
requesting additional manpower. 


Permits were issued from this department for Oil Burners, Blast- 
ing operations, Gasoline, Flammable liquids and Outdoor burning. In- 
spections were maintained on all permits issued to insure compliance 
with all regulations pertaining to the type of permit issued. 


Prompt notification of this department, either by the direct method 
of Fire Alarm Boxes, or by dialing this department’; EMERGENCY 
number (664-3111), will assure quick response to all emergencies, All

Report of the 
Utilities Advisory Committee 


During 1968 the Committee continued to focus its attention on the 
problems of obtaining more favorable telephone calling zones for resi- 
dents and businesses in North Reading. Our major activity consisted of 
a series of discussions with telephone company officials regarding the 
construction of a questionnaire survey to determine the attitude of 
North Reading customers toward an extended calling area and analyzing 
and critiqueing the results of this survey. Our next step is to determine 
with the advice of Town Counsel and concurrence of the Board of 
Selectmen whether the result of the telephone company’s survey war- 
rants acceptance of an extended flat rate calling area to include all of 
the surrounding towns or whether the town should press suit against 
the telephone company for the purpose of obtaining a more favorable 
flat rate calling area. At the annual Town Meeting a $5,000. appropria- 
tion was voted for the purpose of obtaining special counsel and experts 
for presentation and hearing of a complaint before the Department 
of Public Utilities should the latter course be chosen. 


The telephone company’s 1968 survey was designed to determine 
whether North Reading customers wished to expand their present local 
calling area (North Reading and Reading) to an area which in addition 
to these two towns would include Wilmington, Andover, North Andover, 
Lawrence, Danvers and Lynnfield. This was the only choice given by the 
telephone company because it refused to consider including North Read- 
ing in the Boston suburban calling area or otherwise to expand our 
calling area in the direction of Boston. Previous surveys had already 
established that our preferences were clearly in favor of a calling area 
that would include at least that area covered by the North Suburban 
Directory. On the basis of one such survey which it conducted in 1967, 
the phone company began listing all North Reading customers in the 
September 1968 edition of the North Suburban Directory and will con- 
tinue to follow this practice. This concession, however, did not carry 
with it the rate and calling area options given to other towns in the 
North Directory. 
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The results of the extended local calling area poll conducted in 1968 
were as follows: 


The difficulty in determining whether these results justify accept- 
ance of the telephone company’s offer to expand our calling area lies 
in the fact that customers with the extended metropolitan service would 
have to pay nothing additional for the new area proposed by the phone 
company. This group would have been expected to vote unanimously in 
favor of the expanded calling area: the fact that they did not indicates 
that they either misinterpreted the questionnaire or felt that the ex- 
paned calling area was not in the best interest of those customers who 
would have to pay an additional charge to get it. On the other hand, 
local residential customers who would have to pay an additional charge 
of 60c per month (single party line) for the expanded calling area voted 
against the proposed expansion by a slight margin. A clear majority of 
the voting business customers were in favor of the expanded area: how- 
ever, there was a very small response to the survey among the business 
customers. The results of the study were further clouded by the fact 
that 7% of all customers returned cards which registered no area pre- 
ference; in most cases, comments on these cards indicated that the cus- 
tomer was dissatisfied with both choices given to him in the survey. 
If the non-voted returns were added to the negative responses, it would 
show that only 49% of those returning the questionnaires were in favor 
of the expanded calling area. 


Therefore, the issue confronting our committee and ultimately the 
Board of Selectmen speaking for the townspeople, is: 


1.. Whether those customers who exprtss no interest in the expanded 
calling area should be subpected to a higher phone bill if the town 
accepts the expanded area; or on the other hand, 


2. Whether those who desire the new area (particularly those who 
would have to pay no additional fee) should be denied this extension 
to their service if the town rejects the expanded calling area. 


Our Committee has asked the phone company if they would consi- 
der offering the extended area on an optional basis and a negative ans- 
Wer was given. The phone company’s position is that expansion of our 
phone area could not be justified on an economic basis if all North 
Reading customers did not avail themselves of the expanded service. 


During the course of the year the Committee also reviewed the pro- 
gress of the Lowell Gas Company in extending its gas service lines 
throughout North Reading. We held a review session with Lowell Gas 
officials in which it was demonstrated to our satisfaction that continued 
progress is being made in extending gas service in the town since the 
initiation of pipeline service in 1967. 
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Next year the Committee will continue to review the rates and cus- 
tomer service offered by the electrical, gas and water utilities, as well 


as to pursue any action deemed necessary in obtaining a more desirable 
telephone calling area.

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Education 
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Report of the School Committee 


The past year was characterized by continued growth in the North 
Reading Schools. Strong emphasis was placed on improving the educa- 
tional program and the teacher-pupil ratio in the junior high and 
academic teachers were added to the staff to make possible smaller 
classes. At the same time, teachers were added in the non academic 
areas so that for the first time all junior high students can take Art, 
Home Economics, Industrial Arts and Music. 


Work on keeping the curriculum up to date was continued with new 
introductions in Math, Physical Education, Music, English and Social 
Studies. 


Through the use of the Title I funds, a special program in reme- 
dial reading was introduced in the junior high school. 


Funds were received through Title VI to begin work on implement- 
ing a regional approach to Special Education. Communities cooperating 
with North Reading in this project are Lynnfield, Reading, Stoneham, 
Wilmington, Winchester and Woburn. 


Strong emphasis was placed in keeping children in school. To this 
end, a special work-study program was begun where students remained 
in school for a half day and spent the rest of the day in a work situa- 
tion. This program is especially designed for those students who had 
dropped out of school or who were planning to drop out. Nineteen boys 
are presently in this program and their school attendance and work at 
school as well as on the job has been quite good. 


1968 saw the beginning of the end of the present overcrowding in 
the elementary schools and the junior high school as construction was 
begun on the additions to the elementary schools. The School Committee 
wishes to commend the Elementary Building Committee for their fine 
efforts on behalf of the schools. 


The problem of increasing enrollments and crowded conditions at 
the senior high school was faced by Town Meeting action which autho- 
rized the expenditure of money for the hiring of an architect to prepare 
preliminary plans for possible expansion of the secondary system. The 
School Committee wishes to commend the Secondary Housing Committee 
for its excellent presentation to the Town. 


Mrs. Ester Zeimetz and Mr. Ralph Hudson were re-elected to three 
year terms at the annual Town election. 
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The School Committee gives its thanks to all the people who con- 
tributed in any way to making 1968 so successful. It is only through the 
continued support of the community that the School Committee can con- 
tinue to make educational policies which will lead to the education so 
necessary for our children. 


The School Committee also wishes to encourage the community to 
make more use of school facilities. With new gymnasiums and libraries 
now being added to the elementary schools, it is time to begin thinking 
how these best can be used by the total community, not just the school 
population. The School Committee wishes to cooperate with any civic 
group which has need for use of school buildings.

Report to the School Committee 


It is with great pleasure that I submit the Superintendent’s Annual 
Report to you. I say pleasure because 1968 was a year which all of those 
connected with the North Reading Schools can look back on with pride. 


Education is many things to many people. It is academic knowledge; 
it is interpersonal relationships; it is growth; it is involvement; it is 
hard work; it is fun. In total, education is an individual’s search for 
identity. 


Much has been done during the past year by those connected with 
the North Reading Schools to provide the program and the means 
whereby students can find their identity. 


In the elementary schools we began the initial stages of developing 
a form of non-graded grouping in two major disciplines, language arts 
(including reading) and mathematics. We find that realistic progress 
is the key to individual means. The feeling that a year’s work, as out- 
lined by a publisher or a curriculum guide, is most certainly an unreal 
goal for many children is a more realistic approach to education, thus 
allowing children to move as much as possible at the best pace for each. 


Thus, we afforded children the opportunity to progress through 
academic levels at their own learning rate. They were not pushed, pres- 
sured or dragged through these levels, rather they were encouraged and 
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instructed to do the best they could. Motivation through success was the 
key factor in the kind of grouping as children working at. their own 
level of competency are more apt to be successful. 


The key to successful academic work is the ability to read and un- 
derstand what is read. To this end, much attention has been paid to our 
reading program and to reasons why some students do not succeed to 
the extent we would anticipate that they could or should succeed. 


In addiion to the basal reading program used throughout the sys- 
tem, special supplementary reading programs were introduced. These 
programs range from the Economy Press program which stresses pho- 
nics to the Open Highways program which utilizes a multi-media ap- 
proach to reading. 


These supplementary programs are especially geared for those 
children having difficulty with reading. They are programs 
which are success oriented which is important since children using 
these programs have had lIttle success in reading. 


With this, each child in first grade and children in grades two and 
three whose academic performance did not meet their potential, were 
tested for possible perceptual difficulty. 


The remedial reading teachers set up special programs in each 
school to work with those children who were found to have some percep- 
tual difficulties. 


A special training program in conjunction with the Andover and 
Dracut. school systems was funded under Title VI to train staff mem- 
bers and residents in working with the perceptually handicapped. At 
the present time the lay people are working in the schools with students 
having this problem. 


A special program was instituted for the summer of 1968 under 
Title I funds for selected first grade students who needed strengthen- 
ing in basic skills before they moved into schond grade. Initial reports 
from second grade teachers indicate that the program was worthwhile 
and it is hoped that additional Title I funds will be available to continue 
the program in future years. 


Construction of the elementary school additions began during 1968. 
In anticipation of the completion of this project, the staff has begun 
work on a kindergarten program. To this end, five staff members were 
selected to attend a special summer training program for kindergarten. 
Seventeen kindergarten age children from the community were selected 
as students for this program which was conducted by the Eliot-Pearson 
School of Tufts University. 


A new report card for elementary school students was introduced 
in 1968. The philosophy and the format of the card was arrived at 
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through the work of a teacher-parent committee representing all of the 
elementary schools. Very briefly, this report card attempts to show how 
a student is doing in relation to his own ability rather than how he does 
in relation to the achievement of someone else. The report card is to be 
used during the 1968-69 school year after which time and evaluation will 
be made of its effectiveness. 


During the year the Teacher Aide program was strengthened. The 
worth of the program is demonstrated each day in the schools as the 
Teachers’ Aides perform a variety of tasks for teachers and for stu- 
dents. 


As 1968 comes to a close, all connected with the elementary program 
look forward to 1969 and the completion of the elementary school addi- 
tions for the opportunity this will allow for smaller class size resulting 
in more individual work with children and for the opportunity that 
larger schools offer for varied educational programs. 


1968 was a year in which many gains were made in the Junior 
High School program. One of our concerns has been that the junior 
high school should be more than a carbon copy of the senior high school; 
that it should have an identity of its own and a program especially de- 
signed to meet the academic and social needs of its students. Much 
that has been done during 1968 has enabled the junior high personnel 
to move toward this goal. 


Initial steps have been taken to effect a self-evaluation of the en- 
tire junior high school in preparation for a formal evaluation by an ac- 
crediting team. This self evaluation will continue to take place during 
the coming months. 


The junior high program was strengthened by the addition of four 
classroom teachers which allowed for a reduction of class size. 


Staff additions were also made in the areas of art, music, indus- 
trial arts, and home management. We are now able to offer Art, Indus- 
trial Arts, and Home Management to every student in grades 6, 7 and 
8. Music is offered to all students in grades six and seven. In grade 
eight students on an elective basis may take Choir, Band, Orchestra or 
Music Appreciation. 


Of note is the creation of a special remedial reading program for 
the junior high. This program is funded under Title I and was created 
to fill a need which could not be adequately met by the regular reading 
program. 


An additional guidance counselor was added to the junior high 
guidance staff allowing a more realistic student-counselor ratio. This 
lowering of the ratio is already allowing for more individual attention 
to students. 
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Continued progress has been made in the junior high in the group- 
ing of students and in the development of curriculum for the different 
groupings. Particular interest should be paid to a new concept which is 
being introduced in the Science Department which calls for more stu- 
dent participation in formulating the direction of study and discussions. 
Small, independent groups of students will characterize the new experi- 
mental program. 


Another achievement of note in the junior high school was the in- 
troduction of intramural athletics program. The junior high has long 
been hampered by the lack of adequate physical education outdoor faci- 
lities. The intramural program was very well received and did much to 
offset the lack of outdoor play space. 


Like the elementary personnel, those associated with the junior 
high program are looking forward to the opening of the elementary 
school additions. The junior high school is overcrowded and many of 
the plans of the junior high staff have had to be postponed until the 
time the 5th grade students return to the elementary schools. However, 
the staff must be commended for the work that has been done under 
trying conditions to make the junior high program more suited to the 
needs of this particular age group. 


‘Especially to be commended are the fifth grade teachers at the 
junior high school for the work they have done with their students. It 
has not been an easy task to conduct a good fifth grade Program under 
such crowded conditions and the success of the program is a tribute to 
the capabilities and enthusiasm of the teachers. 


Much has been done in the high school during the past year to make 
the high school program more relevant and meaningful to the students. 
In detailing the year’s activity in the senior high school, it is difficult 
to begin because all areas of the school were affected. 


There is one area, however, which brings the most pleasure and 
that is the work done to keep students in school. The special program 
began this year to encourage potential dropouts to remain in school and 
to encourage those who have dropped out to return is a step forward 
for North Reading. This program permits a student to spend one half of 
the day in school and the remainder of the time out on a job. His work 
in school is relatedto his work on the job and vice versa. Close contact 
is kept with the employees to insure steady progress on the job as well 
as in school. This program is still too new to truly evaluate but the ini- 
tial report was quite optimistic in terms of student attendance and stu- 
dent performance both at school and at work. 


More students were placed in the Work-Study Program in 1968 
than in any previous year. Reports from employers participating in the 
program continue to laud the training and caliber of North Reading stu- 
dents. 
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Work continued in all departments to insure that the curriculum re- 
mained meaningful and relevant. The dramatic changes in content and 
method which characterize the Math-Science area continue to be eva- 
luated and researched for improvement. The English program revision 
started last year with a selection of semester courses after the required 
Freshman courses, resulting in an ungraded approach, has been eva- 
luated and refined and we believe substantially improved. This will con- 
tinue and exciting things are happening including a better utilization of 
staff. The History Department, realizing that a dynamic society is 
characterized by change, studied the problem, involved alumni and 
students, and we are now completing the first semester of an exciting 
program which, like the English program, has certain requisites but 
which is broken down into semester courses ranging from traditional to 
courses which attack the problem of our society itself. These 
courses are reevant and our students are involved meaningfully in them. 


It is our feeling that the schools must offer a forum for discussion 
of the social issues of today. There is no better forum for this discus- 
sion than through the classroom under a controlled situation. 


An excellent example of this was the field trip by some of our stu- 
dents to Harlem. Although this trip caused mixed reactions among 
adults, the student reaction was positive. The trip was completed and 
the students returned to North Reading with a much better understand- 
ing of and appreciation for some of the problems facing our society. 
Classroom discussions and the educational process benefited from such 
a trip and we should continue to encourage exploration outside of the 
classroom. 


Further work in enabling students to find their own identity came 
with North Reading’s acceptance of Operation Exodus and the subse- 
quent enrollment of five inner city students in our high school. 


Again adult reaction was mixed while student reaction was posi- 
tive. Total evaluation of this program will take place during 1969 but 
to date it is apparent that our students have benefitted from being able 
to learn firsthand about the problems of others. 


Student identity received a boost during the year with the creation 
of a student newspaper. The newspaper expresses student feelings and 
student reactions and while what has been said has not always been met 
with favor by adults, it has expressed student opinion both of minority 
and of the majority. 


A special mathematics program was begun for students enrolled 
in the Technical course. This course is designed to meet more of the 
everyday practical mathematical needs of these students. 


During the year all Industrial Arts personnel were brought under a 
department of their own. This was done to facilitate curriculum plan- 
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ning and conduction of Industrial Arts programs. A study is now under 
way to revise the Industrial Arts curriculum in order to keep pace with 
our everchanging technilogical society. 


Two new music courses were introduced in the High School—music 
listening and theory of music. The listening course emphasizes how to 
listen and what to listen for rather than merely exposing the students 
to a maximum amount of symphonic music in order to say they have 
heard all of the well known concert literature . 


_ Theory course involves ear training, musical dictation and elemen- 
tary harmony as well as the many technical aspects of music writing. 


_. . Last year marked what we hope will be an annual event, our Arts 
Festival. The Arts Festival was a joint effort of the music, 
art and drama department which combined these three arts into an ex- 
tremely interesting and informative evening. 


 . The art department had live working demonstrations of their 
techniques and even joined with the music department in presenting 
their artistic interpretation of some band music via projected slides as 
the: music was being performed. 


Mention must be made of the program called EXPLO which ended 
the school year in June. Departing from the traditional school closing 
procedures this program. called for total involvement and participation 
by faculty and students in special short programs. The two days were 
surprisingly successful even to the originators of the program and once 
again helped to prove that when school programs are meaningful and 
relevant to students they will overwhelmingly participate and give of 
themselves. 


In the athletic area we were fortunate to be able to add wrestling 
to our program. This sport will help to strengthen our athletic program 
in the area of individual sports. 


The Screen Education program continued to grow during 1968 and 
show its worth for students. The high point of the year for the program 
was a special fifteen minute television show on Screen Education in 
North Reading shown on Channel 2. 


Complements must also be extended to the 1968 Yearbook Staft 
for the national award it received for the 1968 Golden Years. 


At the same time that the above accomplishments were occurring 
in the high school, the community gave the Secondary Housing Commit- 
tee authorization to hire an architect to plan for eventual expansion of 
the high school. This authorization will allow work to begin in a much 
needed expansion of our facilities. 


Other events occurred during the year which warrant attention. A 
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new system wide (K-12) curriculum guide in Physical Education was 
started in September and is currently being drafted. A Physical Educa- 
tion Handbook has been developed and, when accepted by the School 
Committee, will be available for all Freshmen at the time of their en- 
trance into high school. 


Of particular note is that approximately 50% of our high school 
student body participated in after school programs either on an intra- 
scholastic or intramural basis. 


The Music Department has developed an elementary music curricu- 
lum which incorporates more of the best aspects of the two newest met- 
hods of teaching music to young children. While similar in some respect 
they differ in the medium through which they teach music. One relies 
heavily on an instrumental approach while the other is essentially vo- 
cal. 


North Reading with six other communities received funding under 
Title VI to begin a regional approach to Special Education. This is an 
area of education which can best be effected on a regional approach, as 
an individual community is sore put to be able to financially offer all of 
the necessary educational programs for the handicapped. This initial 
funding is a first step toward more regional programs for handicapped 
children. 


A working contract was successfully negotiated with the custodial 
staff in line with the State law which permits collective bargaining for 
municipal employees. This Contract serves to strengthen the services 
which affect all of us in the schools. 


In summation, it has been a busy and productive year in the North 
Reading schools. Much has been done to help students in the search 
for their own identity. It is not an easy task but it is a pleasant one. 
However, we must neverdelude ourselves into thinking that the job is 
finished for it never will be. Each year brings new problems to face and 
new challenges to meet and we must be prepared to face these problems 
and challenges. 


As Superintendent, I am fortunate in having such a fine staff to 
work with. Nothing could be accomplished were it not for the people in 
the schools. Everyone of our staff is to be commended for his work with 
our students. 


Also to be commended are the members of the School Committee 
for their willingness to encourage creativity and innovation and for 
their willingness to endure criticism. The Superintendent of Schools is 
merely an instrument and can only be as effective as the hand that 
guides the instrument allows him to be. North Reading is to be com- 
mended for its choice of School Committeemen and for its willingness to 
support schools as has been shown time and time again. 
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In: turn, those who work in the schools can only pledge to continue 
to work as best as they can for the betterment of the students in our 
schools.

PROBLEM 


The high school is rated to handle 800 students and is’ now operat- 
ing over capacity with.every facility being taxed, necessitating use of 
the auditorium as a study hall. By 1970 the high school‘will require 
facilities for approximately 1,000 students; by 1975 we must accommo- 
date 1300 students. 


FINDINGS el ee ee 


Additional space and facilities to accommodate the. predicted en- 
rollment will be required for the high school by September, 1971. Until 
that date the existing enrollment can be handled by the’ utilization of 
staggered sessions. The junior high school, with a+: few modifi- 
cations and the completion of the additions to the grade schools, will be 
adequate for some time. The additional facilities at the high school will 
be needed to house approximately 500 more students. ‘These rooms will 
include multi-purpose classrooms as well as special facilities for science, 
industrial arts, home economics, business education, and other specialty 
areas such as health, guidance, remedial reading, cafeteria and library. 
Although new facilities will be required, maximum utilization, by alter- 
ations of existing structures, will be considered.

Meeting held on June 12, 1967 to engage an architect for the purpose of 
obtaining preliminary plans, specifications, detailed cost estimates and 
advice relative to additions and /or alterations to the Town’s existing 
Secondary Schools and to contract for necessary test borings, site plans 
and related items in connection with the proposed school expansion 
program and appropriate a sum of money by transfer from available 
funds for such purposes; or what it will do in relation thereto. 


3. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate by transfer from 
available funds to the Public School Housing Committee the amount of 
$400.00 (four hundred dollars) for operating expenses for said com- 
mittee; or what it will do in relation thereto. 


INTRODUCTION 


At a special Town Meeting held on June 12, 1967, Article 9 was 
passed providing for establishment of a committee of seven citizens to 
review the present and future needs of the secondary school educational 
system. 


An organizational meet was conducted on August 28, 1967, at 
which time officers were elected and meetings have been held since teas 
time on a weekly basis, 


On September 11, 1967, we met with the School Committee: to. re- 
quest their educational guidelines, philosophy of education and com- 
ments regarding the adequacy of the existing junior and senior high 
schools. A copy of their report is enclosed. We also asked the School 
Committee to insert an article at the next special Town Meeting re- 
questing $400.00 for operating expenses. Article I of the special Town 
Meeting of October 23, 1967, approved this amount. 


Upon receipt of the educational guidelines and other pertinent ma- 
terial, we wrote to the Town Clerk, Town Counsel, and School Building 
Assistance Bureau (Commonwealth of Massachusetts) asking for in- 
formation, books, pamphlets, etc., pertaining to composition, responsi- 
bility, procedures, and authority of a town-appointed Public School 
Housing Committee. 


In company with the various school personnel, we toured the junior 
and senior high schools for the purpose of examining in detail the exist- 
ing school buildings and sites. Particular emphasis was placed on their 
adaptability to expansion, adequacy of classrooms, administrative 
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space, libraries, physical education facilities, and special rooms for 
remedial work. Prior to this inspection, we were supplied with plot 
plans, drawings, and specifications for the existing schools along with 
charts showing floor plans and classroom utilization.

PROJECTIONS 


The initial task of this committee was to determine what the stu- 
dent enrollments in the junior and senior high schools would be within 
the next decade. These anticipated enrollment figures have been pre- 
pared on a year-to-year basis for ten years in compliance with State 
Building Assistance Bureau regulations. This is done to ensure an ade- 
quate building program. By utilizing actual enrollment figures of all 
grades for the past six years and those of the current school year it was 
possible to statistically project enrollment figures for future years as 
shown on the following graphs. The actual enrollment figures for the 
years 1962 through 1968 show an increase of 221 students in grades 6 
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through 8 and 280 in grades 9 through 12. Our projected enrollment 
figures from 1969 to 1978 clearly reflect a continuation of this trend.

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These data indicate that by the year 1975 the high school will reach 
a total enrollment of 1300 students as opposed to its present enrollment 
of 857, an increase of 4438. It should be noted that the rated capacity 
of our existing high school is 800 students. By contrast, the data show 
that the present junior high school facility, with its similar 800-student 
capacity, is generally adequate to serve our needs through the year 1978 
with relatively minor alterations. The design of the junior high building 
has facilitated the subdivison of certain rooms, thereby allowing the 
housing of the current enrollment of 1005 students including the tem- 
porary housing of 164 5th grade students. Upon completion of the cur- 
rent elementary school building program all 5th grade students will be 
housed in the elementary schools, thereby reducing the number of stu- 
dents housed in the junior high school. Our projections indicate that 
the total enrollment of grades 6, 7, and 8 is not anticipated to exceed 
1000 students through the year 1978. The following table is furnished 
to illustrate the growth of the school population from the year 1962 
through the current school year.

As new homes are constructed and more people move into North 
Reading, there will be a considerable increase in the total school popula- 
tion. The problem in preparing projections is to determine in what 
grades these new students will be enrolled. In the past there appeared 
to be a predominance of younger families with pre-school or grade- 
school age children. The enrollments for the past two years have 
shown, however, a gradual stabilizing of the number entering the pri- 
mary grades, with a larger enrollment than would normally be expected 
entering the junior and senior high schools. 


We concluded that the figures arrived at solely by moving the exist- 
ing enrollment figures through the grades did not present a complete 
picture of the future school population. In determining our final pro- 
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jection figures we took into consideration the number and types of 
building permits issued for the past six years, which are as follows:

‘CONCLUSIONS 


Our projections indicate that additions, alterations, and jor a new 
structure will be needed to house the students in the secondary system. 
To determine which of these three alternatives presents the best course 
of action educationally, we met with appropriate school personnel. From 
these meetings we obtained their firsthand knowledge of the adequacy 
of the present facilities and the space required to meet future pro- 
grams. 


Any secondary school requires specialized facilities in order to pro- 
vide the varied programs necessary to meet the desires of the students 
and their parents and the requirements of the State Board of Educa- 
tion. At present, both the junior and senior high schools are relatively 
new, structurally sound, and can be expanded. Therefore, it was con- 
cluded that a new school was not the most economical alternative. - 


Educationally, administratively, and economically one school accom- 
modating 1300 to 1400 pupils is sounder from the viewpoint of pro- 
gramming, diversification, and flexibility than two schools housing ap- 
proximately 700 students each. As previously stated, the junior high, 
with its recent modifications, will accommodate grades six through 
eight for several years. Current use has shown the adequacy of the 
existing facilities for a junior high academic program. 


It is our best judgment, based upon the projections, our discussions 
with the school personnel, and the School Building Assistance Bureau that 
the senior high school is the building which lends itself most readily to 
an expansion program. ‘é 


WHAT YOU CAN DO 


To translate our findings into specific recommendations we need 
the services of an architect. It is for this purpose that we now ask for 
the appropriation. of $20,000. to pay for the preliminary plans and de- 
tailed cost estimates. When these are complete, we will submit a further 
report with our proposals. 
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This amount would apply against the architect’s total fee when a 
building program is undertaken. The Commonwealth of Massachusetts 
will reimburse the Town to the extent of 50% of the total building 
costs, including the requested appropriation. 


We ask that you attend the Special Town Meeting November 18, 
1968, to hear and discuss the report of this Committee. We ask also for 
your support so that further steps can be taken to provide the facilities 
which we believe are necessary to house North Reading’s expanding 
secondary school enrollment. 


STATEMENT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


The North Reading School Committee believes that the junior high 
school or middle school years should contain grades 6-8. This grade ar- 
rangement is preferential due to the philosophical purpose of these 
school years. This time in a child’s educational life should be used to 
prepare him for his high school years by strengthening all those acade- 
mic and social skills which are necessary to continue in education. 


The School Committee feels that this task can best be done by plac- 
ing grades 6-8 under one educational roof. However, if future school 
population and classroom availability dictate, the junior high school 
could house only grades 7 and 8 with grade 6 returning to the elemen- 
tary schools. 


The North Reading School Committee believes that the adh | school 
should include grades 9 through 12. This grade arrangement brings 
together all those students who are involved in self determination of an 
educational goal. The student’s performance in grades 9-12 is of prime 
importance to prospective employers and colleges. Thus, by housing stu- 
dents in these grades in one building complex, the educational system 
is able to present more and varied courses to meet the needs of the in- 
dividual student. 


To meet the needs of the individual is the purpose for which a high 
school exists. Education must provide an individual with the founda- 
tions necessary for his adult life. 


If the individual is to continue his formal education beyond high 
school, the school must equip him with the tools to do so. 


If the individual is to enter the labor market upon completion of 
high school, the school must equip him with the tools to do so. 


With this, the school must share with other agencies the task of 
preparing an individual to take his place in society as a responsible 
adult. 
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To meet these goals requires a flexible program which can readily 
adapt to the needs of the students and the demands of the times.

Report of the Public School _ 
Housing Building Committee (PSHBC) 


The activities of this committee for 1968 culminated in our report 
which was accepted at the Special Town meeting held on November 18, 
1968. 


_. At a special town meeting articles 2 and 3 were passed by the town 
approving the appropriation of $20,000.00 for the engaging of an archi- 
tect and to pay for attendant expenses, and $400.00 for the administra- 
tive expenses necessary to the continuation of the activities of this 
committee. 


Since November 18 we have concerned ourselves with the initial 
steps necessary for the selection of an architect. 


Our final action in the year 1967 was to sign the Architect’s con- 
tract. With this done, we entered the new year ready to start work and 
with most of the planning and procedural problems behind us. 


A series of meetings involving the Building Committee, the Archi- 
tects, Dr. Benson, key people on Dr. Benson’s Staff, and the School 
Committee were held. The purpose was to go over the plans in detail 
and consider suggested changes from those most directly concerned with 
the buildings. Many of these were accepted and incorporated into the 
plans. However, suggested changes on sliding doors and wooden floors 
in the playrooms were not accepted by the PSHBC. In December, the 
Physical Education Department asked for reconsideration of the floor- 
ing decision. The subject was placed on the agenda for the first meet- 
ing in January, 1969. 


The Architect’s contract was given to the Town Counsel on Janu- 
ary 3 for his signature. This was signed on January 30, and actual work 
on the final plans and drawings began on February 1, 1968. 
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By the end of February, all surveying work was completed. On 
April 4, progress prints were approved, and final drawings authorized. 
It was voted on April 18 to let out bids on a single contract basis, as 
this was the Architect’s recommendation. By July 11, final drawings 
were completed, filed with the State; and the Architects had been au- 
thorized to handle advertising for bids. Nine alternates were voted to 
be included. Written approval from the State School Building Assist- 
ance Bureau was received on July 16 and from the Department of Pub- 
lic Health on August 12. 


Sub-bids were opened on August 28, and final bids, on September 
12. A bid from the E. H. Porter Company of Peabody in the amount of 
$1,170,583 was accepted. A contract was signed with that firm on 
September 25, and work started immediately. Mr. Joseph Bowen of 
Wakefield was hired as Clerk of the Works on October 3. 


The seven original members of the PSHBC remained as an entity 
until August 19 when a letter of resignation was submitted by Mr. 
Ralph Costanza. The Selectmen and School Committee in a joint meet- 
ing appointed Mr. Anthony Prasinos to fill the vacancy on September 
19. 


As the year ended, the Little School was proceeding on schedule 
for an anticipated September 1969 opening. The foundation was com- 
plete; all steel was erected; and the roof was being installed. At the 
Murphy School, the foundation was complete, and the plumbing connec- 
tions finished. The Hood School was behind schedule because of a diffi- 
culty in obtaining State approval of crushed stone for the Leaching 
Field. This matter was still in question as of December 31, 1968. 


We feel that 1968 was a productive year and resulted in a proven 
record of accomplishment. We wish to thank all those who helped us 
during the year. No committee is an island, to paraphrase John Donne. 
It is necessary to have help from many sources. Specifically, we think of 
the Selectmen; Dr. Benson, Superintendent of Schools; Mrs. Bernice Cote, 
our secretary; the Town Counsel; Mrs. Jean Ryer, the acting Town Ac- 
countant; and the School Committee. 


We hope that our job will be completed during the coming year.

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Report of the 
Publie Library Trustees 


In 1968, two members of the Board of Public Library Trustees re- 
tired. Miss Elizabeth A. Batchelder retired after serving continuously 
for forty-four years. Following in the footsteps of her distinguished 
grandfather, Dennis Batchelder, one of the Library’s original Trustees, 
she was appointed to the Board in 1924, serving for many years as 
Chairman and as Secretary. Mr. Philip J. Stockwell, a member of the 
Board since 1965, also retired. He had previously served as a Public 
Library Trustee from 1955 to 1962. He was Chairman of the Board 
when the Flint Memorial Library moved from the Town Hall to the Weeks 
Memorial Library Building in 1958. We are grateful to both for their 
contributions to the growth of public library service to the Town. 


In March, Mrs. Philip W. Sewall and Mr. J. Turner Hood, Jr., were 
both elected as Public Library Trustees. Mrs. Sewall organized the 
North Reading YMCA, served as President of its Board of Directors, 
and is currently a member of its Executive Board and Program Direc- 
tor for swimming activities. Experienced in home tutoring and teach- 
ing, she has been a member of the Board of Directors of the Hilltop 
Kindergarten. Mr. Hood, a member of the educational profession for 
many years as a teacher, an administrator, and a school committee 
member, is a former Superintendent of the North Reading Public 
Schools. He supervised the expanding educational growth of the North 
Reading Public School System from an elementary school system in 1948 
to an elementary-secondary school system in 1960. At the time of his 
retirement, he was honored by the naming of the new elementary school 
as the J. Turner Hood School. 


Through the appropriation of the necessary funds at the Annual 
Town Meeting, the Public Library Trustees were able to contract with 
Desmond & Larcom, Inc., of Beverly for the remodeling and reconstruc- 
tion of the second floor of the Weeks Memorial Library Building. The 
Public Library Trustees and the Head Librarian have carefully super- 
vised the alterations which included raising a portion of the roof in the 
rear of the building to provide adequate head-room, reroofing and in- 
sulating the entire roof, installing copper gutters, building a fire escape 
from the second floor, restoring fireplaces in the former ballroom, and 
carpeting the floor and stairways. 


An additional Library Assistant position was established which was 
filled by Mrs. Alfred Davis of North Reading. Mrs. Davis’ employment 
has resulted particularly in more staff being available in the Youth 
Room during afternoons. 
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As another major step of improved service the winter hours were 
extended from 47 hours a week to 62 hours. The Library is now open 
on Mondays - Fridays from 10:00 a.m. to 9:00 p.m. and on Saturdays 
from 10:00 a.m. to 5:00 p.m. During the summer months, we have con- 
tinued the traditional closing of the Library on Friday evenings and on 
Saturdays. 


‘During 1968, the Trustees revised policy in relation to out-of-town 
borrowers. As a participating library in the Eastern Massachusetts Re- 
gional Public Library System, we now extend free borrowing privileges 
to anyone resident in the Eastern Massachusetts Regional Public Libr- 
ary System area, upon presentation of his home-town borrower’s card. 


Our Head Librarian, Mr. Cloherty, continues an intensive series of 
library science courses as required to meet the State Bureau 
of Library Extension’s standards for providing adequate library ser- 
vice in a town of North Reading’s size. In May, Mr. Cloherty was one of 
twenty-five Massachusetts library directors chosen by Springfield 
College and the State Bureau of Library Extension to participate in 
their jointly sponsored “Library Executive Development Workshop.” He 
is presently an active member of theProgram Committee of the Mass- 
achusetts Library Association. 


All members of the staff participated in library training workshops 
and library association meetings in Andover, Boston, Hingham, Rock- 
port, Wellesley, and Weymouth. The Flint Memorial Library was repre- 
sented at meetings of the New England Library Association, the Mass- 
achusetts Library Association, the North Shore Library Club, the Mer- 
rimack Valley Library Association, and the Greater Boston Public Libr- 
ary Administrators Group. 


We are again grateful for the gift of memorial and special 
volumes: 


* Mr. Theodore F. Tarbox presented to the Flint Memorial Library 
an autographed copy of the autobiography of his personal friend, 
Edward V. Rickenbacker. At the time of delivery, this was the 
first autographed copy to reach a public library in the United 
States, other than the Library of Congress.

Gray have maintained their interest in providing large print books 
for people with reading difficulties.

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Report of the Librarian 


t am pleased to submit to you my second annual report as Head 
Librarian of the Flint Memorial peat 


x During 1968, we saw an increase of about 10% in both circula- 

tion and borrower registration. As members of the Eastern Massa- 
chusetts Regional Public Library System, we have heavily used the 
resources of Andover’s Memorial Hall Library and Boston’s Public 
Library, in addition to the Bureau of Library Extension’s State Re- 
gional Library Center, in attempting to satisfy our borrowers’ needs. In 
‘an attempt at reciprocity, we have helped to satisfy the needs of bor- 
rowers in other towns and cities of the Region by extending borrowing 
privileges to twenty non-residents, who came from such municipalities 
as Andover, Beverly, Billerica, Lynnfield, Peabody, Reading, Stoneham, 
Wakefield, and Winchester. 


. Significant extensions of service during 1968 included a 34% in- 
crease in the hours that the library operates and the inauguration of 
weekly story hours throughout the entire school year for pre-schoolers. 
Approximately one hundred youngsters are presently enrolled for this 
DIserant. 


‘This year we initiated the loaning of films to town groups.. -Forty- 


.. one: Screenings of seventeen films were shown to a combined audience 


' of 3,251. In 1969, we plan to promote greater organizational use of 
. films and, when the remodeling and reconstruction of the second floor 
is completed, to utilize space there for the showing of educational films 
and other cultural activities to be sponsored by the Library. 


'* . In 1968, a careful study of all routines involved in the circulation 
- operations of the library resulted in modification or elimination of 
some. To further increase the efficiency of library operation, it is an- 
ticipated that this study will be extended to borrower gt aba ge and 
‘ overdue: notification procedures in 1969. ; 


We eee recently increased the book space in the library by the 
addition of over two hundred shelves. One-third of these were installed 
on the main floor to alleviate the over-crowded condition of the present 
book collection; two-thirds were installed during the second floor reno- 
vations for the storage of reference books of low-frequency use‘and of 
older issues of magazines. In 1969, we plan to add approximately fifty 
shelves in the Flint Youth Room. 


We estimate that during 1970-1971 the book collection will reach 
25,000 items, and the library building will then have reached its book 
capacity. Since, in my 1967 Annual Report, I outlined a large scale 
program designed to result in a basic book collection of 50,000 cur- 
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rently useful volumes, which is the minimum ten /fifteen year goal we 
should entertain (North Reading’s population is projected to 25,000 — 
approximately double its present population — for the last decade 
of the century), it becomes apparent that without future buttressing 
of the library’s budget for materials and future expansion of the cen- _ 
tral library building, those who live in North Reading will be deprived 
of basic recreational materials, significant adult educational and in- 
formational materials, and the objectives of the public school ‘system 
will .be increasingly frustrated. Our near term obligation in North 
Reading must be to provide a stronger central library. that, will serve . 
the town with greater resources and improved services. oe

Report of the 
Board of Public Works 


Davis Alexander was elected in March, 1968 to replace retiring 
Commissioner A. Paul LaRosa. At the first meeting of 1968 Richard 
Chamberland was elected to serve as Chairman and Jack Berenholz as 
Secretary. 


On December 30, 1968 Commissioner Berenholz resigned from the 
Board and Mr. Klaus Kubierschky was appointed by the Board of Pub- 
lic Works to fill the vacancy for the unexpired term. 


In April, 1968 the Board appointed Domenic V. Tutela as Super- 
eee aent of Public Works. 


HIGHWAY DIVISION: 


Marblehead Street and Forest Street, at the Middleton line, was 
reconstructed to a pavement width of 30 feet for a length of approxi- 
mately 1,300 feet. This work was done under Chapter 90 New Con- 
struction. Chapter 90 New Construction is funded 50% by the State, 
25 % by the County and 25% by the Town of North Reading. 


Marblehead Street, on the Haverhill Street end, was reconstructed 
for a length of approximately 1,400 feet. This work was done as part 
of a continuing project. to reconstruct the entire length of Marblehead 
Street. To date 4100+ feet of Marblehead Street has been recon- 
structed ; about 6,000 feet remains to be improved. 


Under. Chapter 90 Maintenance approsinistaly 1, 000 ‘feet of Winter 
Street and-J, 400. feet of Haverhill Street were ‘resurfaced with Bitu- 
minous Concrete. . 


Under ‘Chapter 81 ae yriates 12,000. feet of street was treated 
with an oil “and ‘peastone seal, including. Devons Road, Eaton Ave., 
Peabody Street, Pluff Avenue, Flash Road, Damon Street, Gould Street, 
Audubon Road, Elvira Road, Sylvia Road, Erwin Road, Country Club 
Road and -Cedar. Street. . +. | 

Approximately 12,000 feet of street was surfaced with mixed-in- 
place bituminous concrete, including Abbott Road, Burroughs Road, 
Lakeside Boulevard, Leland Road, Old Andover Road, Hemlock Road, 
Chestnut Street, Dodge Road, and Patley Road. 
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As part of an annual reconstruction of Town Ways, approximately 
4,300 feet of roadway was resurfaced with Bituminous Concrete, in- 
cluding Elm Street, Bow Street, Central Street, Peter Road and Pom- 
eroy Road. Also, as part of this program, approximately 1,200 feet of 
North Street was partially reconstructed. 


Approximately 2,500 feet of new sidewalk was eipanad cs on 
Winter Street and Haverhill Street. 


‘During 1968, over 2, 000 feet of 12” to 60” reinforced Concrete and. 
Corrugated Metal Drainage Pipe was installed on North Street, Pom- 
eroy Road, Marblehead Street and Park Street. In conjunction with the 
installation of this drainage pipe, about 30 drainage structures ‘were 
installed; In addition, approximately 200’ of 8” perforated corrugated 
metal sub-drain was installed on Pomeroy Road. All catch basins within 
the Town Ways. were cleaned and all drainage pipes were inspected 
and flushed if required. 


As part of Roadway Maintenance, all paved ways were swept at 
least once; guard rails, crosswalks, curbings and street lines were 
painted ; bituminous curbing was installed in many. areas, curbing was 
repaired; streets were patched and repaired; street and roadway signs 
were, installed, repaired and replaced. Approximately 1,200 citizens’ 
requests were answered by the Highway Division during 1968. 


TREE. DIVISION 


“All Town parklands, under the care of the Department of Public 
Works, were maintained by periodic ce and the planting and 
maintenance of shrubs and flowers in many.: 


The Tree Division removed over 100 trees during 1968, including 
those contaminated by Dutch Elm disease, trees that were a public 
hazard and trees that interfered with the construction of sidewalks and 
roadways. In addition, many trees were trimmed. The Division also 
removed over 100 old stumps throughout the Town. As part of a re- 
placement program, approximately 60 maple trees were planted along 
various public ways. 


During 1968 the trees along all Town.Ways were sprayed with 
Methoxychlor, and many areas of the Town were sprayed with poison 
ivy killer. 


ENGINEERING DIVISION 


Approximately 3,500 feet of Marblehead Street was surveyed and 
base plans were drafted. About 1,400 feet of this survey was used for 
plan and profile design for construction during 1968. 
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Survey Siva base plans were made for culverts on ‘Chestnut Street 
and Elm Street. These plans will be used for the design and coristruc- 
tion of headwalls at these culverts during 1969. 


Land survey and plans were made of the Mill Meadow area ‘Of the 
Town. ‘This work was done in conjunction with the proposed develop- 
ment of a water reservoir. 


-. “. Major. survey was also done on North. Street, Pomeroy Road, Mar- 
blehead and Forest Streets, Park Street,. Winter Street and Haverhill 
Street. 


Major sahyttihang design was required for drainage construction 
on North Street, Pomeroy Road and Marblehead Street and for road- 
way and sidewalk. construction on Marblehead Street, dduler Street, 
North Street and Haverhill Street. 


Engineering supervision was provided on all Town construction 
within..public ways performed by. contract: labor, including the’ con- 
“struction of the Town Hall Sewer and Chapter 90 Construction on 
Marblehead-Forest Streets. 


The Superinterident of Public Works was appointed as agent for 
the Planning Board. This involved: the review of all sub-division: plans, 
the engineering supervision of all sub-division construction and the 
preparation of all te gat and estimates for the Planning 
Board. “: 


WATER DIVISION ° 


‘The Board of Public Works has prepared taking plans for the 
land required for a possible reservoir in the Mill Meadow area of Town. 
Negotiations for purchase of water from the Lynnfield Center Water 
District, as an alternate solution to .development of a Town reservoir, 
are practically at a standstill. Lynnfield has encountered legal prob- 
lems and, as a result, will probably not be in a position to supply water to 
North Reading for some time. | 

Because of the great expense involved with the development of a 
Town réservoir and’ treatment’. plant, or connection to the “proposed 
‘Lynnfield Center Water -District, the ‘Board is investigating alternate 
solutions to the Town’s water ‘supply problems. 

The Town of Wilmington, once the sole source of North Reading 
water, has been contacted. To date, very little progress has resulted 
from our discussions. _ ) 


During 1969, sub-surface investigations are planned in an effort 
to locate an additional well source within the Town. : 


Negotiations are presently underway with the Metropolitan District 
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Commission relative to a possible connection into their system. A study 
will be made by the M.D.C. early in 1969 to determine the economic 
feasibility of such a connection. 


The installation of about 1,000 feet of 8” water main on Pluff 
Avenue, started in the fall of 1967, was completed. Approximately 500 
feet of 8” water main was installed on Forest St. 


The roof and interior of the Moose Hill standpipe were sandblasted 
and painted. 


During 1968, the Water Division made approximately 40 water 
service installations. 


As part of their routine work, the Water Division maintained the 
Town’s three water pumping stations; made necessary repairs to hy- 
drants, water mains and water services and answered approximately 
400 citizens’ requests. 


We wish to thank all the Town Departments, especially the Fire 
and Police Departments, for their cooperation during the year.

Report of the Superintendent 
of Insect Pest Control 


The State Extension Services at the Waltham Field Station and the 
Shade Tree Laboratory at Amherst Massachusetts, have a continuing 
program of research into the containment of Dutch Elm Disease. In 
connection with this program a state representative visits North Read- 
ing annually to inspect elm trees throughout the Town. Those trees that 
show signs of disease are sampled and tested at the Shade Tree Labor- 
atory at Amherst. During 1968, approximately 30 of those trees tested 
were found to be diseased and were removed. Because of the limited 
time available to the state representative for inspection of North Read- 
ing trees not all diseased trees have been located and removed. 


All trees along the public ways were sprayed with Methoxychlor as 
part of our annual tree spraying program. 
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Report of the 
Charter Study Committee 


Early in the fall of this year this committee submitted its final re- 
port to the Board of Selectmen. The main conclusions of this report 
were the following: 


(1) The operation of the Town of North Reading is based on a 
limited legal foundation which inhibits progress toward governmental 
efficiency and forces the retention of obsolescent governmental forms 
and procedures. 


(2) The Home Rule Amendment to the State Constitution has 
made it possible for North Reading to carry out a far-reaching modern- 
ization of the structures and procedures of town government. 


(8) Following the provisions of the Home Rule Amendment North 
Reading should immediately undertake the drafting of a charter capable 
of serving the town well over the next 50 years of growth. (Note: one 
estimate of North Reading’s population by 1990 is 24,800. This figure 
appeared in the Boston Globe on May 5, 1968 in an article showing 
population projections for the Boston Metropolitan area. North Reading 
was shown as having one of the highest growth rates in the area.) 


Following the acceptance of the report, the Board of Selectmen 
extended the life of the committee for the purpose of initiating the 
petition campaign, which is the first step toward charter. This step was 
successfully completed. Many more than the required 780 registered 
voters very willingly signed the petition which was circulated by inter- 
ested citizens members of the League of Women Voters and members 
of this committee. 


The next step toward adoption of a modern charter is a referendum 
on the formation of a Charter Commission. This will occur at the town 
election in March, 1969. Simultaneously members of the Charter Com- 
mission will be elected to take office only if the town approves the 
formation of a Commission.

Report of the Planning Board 


In 1968, as in past years, the Planning Board continued to experi- 
ence a heavy workload pertaining to the subdivision of land for resi- 
dential development. The further improvement of Interstate Route 93 
and the growing shortage of land suitable for home building will only 
serve to increase the demand for our remaining open land. The Planning 
Board, along with many other townspeople, is acutely aware of the bur- 
den this places on our school system and other public services, and con- 
sequently on our tax rate. We have therefore, steadily increased our at- 
tention to longer range planning efforts designed to increase our non- 
residential tax base and- maintain a managable rate of residen- 
tial growth, while retaining and enhancing the natural assets of the 
-town. 


Accordingly, we have sought, and will continue to seek, qualified 
professional assistance in planning from both public and private re- 
sources. Few of us now question the worth of a qualified Town Engine- 
er, Director of Health, Administrative Assistant, Superintendent — of 
Schools, School Business Manager and full-time Fire and Police De- 
partments. In good conscience, the Planning Board could not recommend 
that any lesser effort be made in planning the development, allocation 
and use of the town’s resources. 


Recapping this year’s meticity! we have seen the approval of. Fis 
more .subdivisions consisting of over 180 house lots, some limited pro- 
gress on the acquisition of the Chestnut Street. refuse disposal site, 
favorable action by the town meeting to change four local business spots 
to residential zoning and elimination of trucking terminals as a use per- 
mitted in the industrial zone, the renaming or renumbering of several 
streets to lessen confusion or eliminate duplication, and the establish- 
‘ment of more’ stringent engineering standards for plans ‘submitted to 
‘the Board. Two applications for federal planning aid were acted upon ; 
an application was sent to the U.S. Army Corps of Engineers for Flood 
Plain Information relative to the Ipswich River watershed, and the 
Board endorsed a Board of Public Works application for a HUD Ad- 
vance for a Sewerage Study. We have also closely followed develop- 
ments regarding two major projects that could affect North Reading; 
the proposed anti-ballistic missile locations announced for Camp Curtis 
Guild and North Andover, and the proposed: relocation and reconstruc- 
tion of Route 62. 


With considerable regret, the Pianine. need Peed in April the 
resignation of Mr. Arthur S. Drinkwater of: Tower Hill Road, whose - 
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years of energetic and distinctive service date back to September © of. 
1957. We were most fortunate to have’ another ‘gentleman with legal 
training, Mr. Paul J. Kelleher appointed: to?fill the vacancy so created. 
The. annual election.also’ returned last year’s appointee, Mr. Robert G. 
Field, to the Board and added our newest member, Mr. Sumner F. 
Blanchard, a Bei Res oe Hie an excellent knowledge of town 
affairs. bs twrscguned Bie 


The Board wishes especially to acknowledge another term of out- 
standing service by our Secretary, Mrs. A. Edward (Ruth) Kennedy 
who is with us, as the proverbial postman, through. rain, sleet. or snow, 
in’ sickness or in health. Mr. Clifford W. Bowers continued to provide 
invaluable engineering services to us in a most generous manner, until 
the newly appointed Town Engineer, Mr. Domenic V. Tutela was able 
to’ make his excellent services available as Planning Board Agent. 
Thanks to Mr. Bowers and Mr. Tutela we were able to maintain a high 
calibre of technical advice throughout the year. In closing, the Board 
wishes to thank the many town officials, residents, local businessmen 
and representatives of the press for their countless acts of helpfulness 
and cooperation.

1968 must be considered an “explosive” year for the Board of Ap- 
peals if for no other reason than the number of hearings held. In this 
one year our caseload increased over 100%! This was due primarily to 
the decision of Town Counsel that horse owners prior to the enactment 
of special permit legislation in December, 1966, were also required to 
obtain the special permit. This condition plus our usual load of site plan 
hearings for the Industrial Park and a number of variances for garages, 
porches, additions, and so forth, kept our calendar pretty full . 


Our staff was pretty stable during the year due to the fact that 
the Selectmen agreed with the recommendation of the Board that Mr. 
Hazen Bickford be raised from Associate level to Regular status to re- 
place Mr. John Tozier whose press of business forced him not to ask for 
reappointment. The open vacancy was filled by Mr. Weston Bubar who 
was well-known for his interest in Town affairs. Since the slate of per- 
sonnel remained firm, we were able to apply experienced men to the 
overload situation and handle it well. 


At the present time we feel we have heard cases for all horse own- 
ers who are going to come forward and declare themselves. During 1969 
some sort of an effort to find unregistered owners will be conducted. 
An attempt via notices in the local paper during 1968 failed complete- 


ly. 


Once again the “trucking terminal issue” was raised as the firm of 
Cooper-Jarrett requested a special permit. The permit was issued due 
primarily to the location, topography of the land, and the concessions 
the firm was eager to make. At that time a study was conducted by the 
Board to determine the impact that our Industrial Park will have on our 
tax rate when this terminal is completed. Using estimates the impact 
came to $2.00. However, after this hearing, the Planning Board spon- 
sored an Article at a Special Town Meeting to forbid any further ter- 
minals, and it passed. In 1967 a similar attempt was defeated.

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Cemeteries 
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Report of the Cemetery Department 


As the year 1968 ended, spaces in the older parts of the cemetery 
were just about used up. We have been speaking of the “area behind the 
tomb” in our reports for the last three years. It would now seem likely 
that this new area will be in use by Spring. Approximately seven hun- 
dred graves are located in the new section, which should last for about 
ten years. At the end of this time, it will be necessary to consider ex- 
pansion into the North and East wooded sections. 


At the 1969 Annual Town Meeting, we will be asking for a new 
truck. The one presently in use was second hand when purchased and 
has been in use for almost six years. It used to be kept outdoors, but we 
now have garage space in the new Police-Fire Building. We get long 
term use from a truck because limited mileage is required for normal 
operation. The present truck’s biggest problem is rust. 


This truck is used to keep the grass on the Common cut, and it is 
also used for transportation of booths at election time. We consider a 
truck to be a necessary adjunct to our work. 


Special jardinieres were purchased for some of the veterans graves 
just before Memorial Day. One entire row of stones had these stainless 
steel bands mounted. They hold the flag at one end and the potted 
geranium at the other. They also mount the medallion. This makes it 
easier to cut the grass, as nothing is in the ground. It also makes a 
generally pleasing appearance. Some people called when they saw the 
jardinieres, in order to find out where they could be purckased. It is 
planned that more of these will be added next year. 


Our usual programs of road improvement and water extension con- 
tinued. Anyone who visits the cemetery with any regularity is able to 
see the results. We also continue with our attempts to improve the re- 
cord keeping at the office, using part time clerical help for this. 


We plan one large equipment purchase for each year. In 1967, we 
bought a larger, more rugged lawnmower. In 1968, we obtained an air 
broom for leaf control. For 1969, it is planned that an electric trimmer 
be our major project. 


The cemetery represents a tiny fraction of the total budget. You 
couldn’t hire two teachers for the amount appropriated for cemeteries. 
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However, your commissioners try their sober best to give you the best 
value for your tax dollar. 


We close by thanking all those who help to make our work go 
smoothly. Mr. Alfred Croswell (Superintendent), the Public Works 
Department, the Police and all other Boards in Town have cooperated 
with us when help was needed.

Report of the 
Conservation Commission 


The Commission got off to a slow start in 1968 occasioned by the 
loss through death of our secretary, Richard Ives. At the same time due 
to work on other Town boards resignations were received from messers 
Dowing, Field and Hunt. In spite of this the new group has a respect- 
able record of accomplishment for the year. 


Considerable assistance has been given by the Commission to the 
Richard B. Ives Memorial Committee. The Ives Committee, a newly or- 
ganized private non-profit corporation, has filled a growing need in the 
Town for action on youth group recreation. The use of a parcel of land 
by the Committee for this purpose is a fine example of conservation. 


The Commission is pleased to record the acceptance by the Town of 
the land in Cedar Swamp given by Mr. Sherwood Upton to be placed 
under the jurisdiction of the Commission. This parcel which is adjacent 
to the land given by Norman and Beulah Eisenhaure forms part of a 
joint effort by the towns of Reading, Lynnfield and North Reading to 
preserve a basic part of Cedar Swamp as a natural open space. 


Work has been started in cooperation with the Planning Board, the 
Board of Health and the Board of Public Works to identify the Conser- 
vation Areas within the land parcel to be taken by the Town for Sani- 
tary Landfill Dump and Public Works Garage.

March 11th: Mrs. Louis Young represented North Reading at the 
4-H Congress in Washington, D.C. This is the first time that a local 
4-H Leader was selected. 


No 4-H program can be carried on without Volunteer Leaders, but 
when one sees what these young people can do when properly guided, 
one feels that no amount of time or effort is too much. The Town Com- 
mittee has a warm welcome for any adult who will assist in thig pro- 
gram for two or three hours each week. Their reward will be in the 
knowledge that they have helped some youth to learn a useful art or 
craft. 


The appropriation has been expended carefully for supplies and 
other articles to further 4-H work in North Reading. Vouchers accom- 
pany all purchases and a proper accounting has been made.

Report of the Recreation Department 


During 1968 the recreation program was expanded considerably. A 
part-time director, William Cotter, was hired to run the over all pro- 
gram. He was assisted by Jack Creilson in the men’s program, and by 
Miss Elizabeth Ryan, who directed the program for women. They have 
been retained for 1969. 
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Four playgrounds were used for the summer program, providing 
convenient facilities throughout the town. Unless school construction 
interferes, it is expected that these same facilities will be used in 1969. 
In addition to the present facilities, the Recreation Committee is seeking 
additional land to develop, and ig currently studying the feasibility of 
expanding Burroughs Road playground to include a full size softball 
diamond. Last summer’s, Men’s Softball League was very successful, 
with eight teams operating, involving 160 men. All games were played 
in the evening at Batchelder School playground. Another softball field 
would enable the league to expand, thus providing recreation for more 
men, 


The Recreation Committee has voted to work with the State 
Department of Public Health in aquatic weed control and development 
of a recreation area at Martin’s Pond. A beach, swimming area, and 
boat launching ramp is planned. It is expected that work will begin in 
the spring of 1969 and the project should be completed within two 
years. 


Free tennis lessons were provided in 1968. This will be continued 
in 1969, and golf instruction will be added. An outdoor ice skating facili- 
ty is planned for next winter, and the current indoor programs will be 
continued. At present, the High School gymnasium is used four days a 
week for Town recreation. Basketball, volleyball, parallel bars and an 
exercise room are available free of charge for the use of residents. This 
program encompasses at different times, junior high school boys, high 
school boys, adult men, and adult women. 


With our current recreation programs and those planned for the 
future, it would seem that the community’s needs are now or soon will 
be fulfilled. It is our belief that the town’s most pressing recreational 
need is a swimming area. It should not be necessary for residents to 
have to leave town to find a place to swim. Hopefully, we will be able 
to provide one in North Reading.

houses shall be closer than 50 feet to any boundary of the tract. (5) 
The balance of the area which has not been subdivided into lots shall be 
designated as Open Land; (a) The Open Land shall be not less than 20 
per cent of the total area of the tract, (b) Part, or parts, of the Open 
Land shall consist of land with soil conditions, topography, size and 
shape suitable and accessible for active recreational use. (6 ) Provision 
shall be made so that the Open Land shall be held and managed or 
maintained by the developer until it is owned by one or more of the 
following: (a) in common by all owners of the lots on the tract, or (b) 
by a membership corporation, trust or association whose members in- 
clude the owners of all the lots in the tract, or (c) otherwise as the 
Planning Board may require but in no event shall said Board require 
that more than 50% of said Open Land be made available for purposes 
of the Town of North Reading. (7) Provision shall be made so that the 
Open Land shall be accessible to. all residents in the tract, and as de-

Before granting any such permit the Board of 
Selectmen shall give due consideration to the location of the place from 
which it is proposed to remove soil, loam, sand, peat or gravel, to the 
general character of the neighborhood surrounding such location and to 
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the effect of the proposed removal on such neighborhood, to the amount 
of noise, dust, and vibration likely to result from the proposed removal, 
to the extent, depth and contour of the location and surrounding neigh- 
borhood from which such removal is proposed, to the general safety of 
the public on the public ways giving access to and in the immediate 
vicinity of such location and to the use to which such location has been 
put prior to the application for a permit. A determination shall be made 
as to the existence of any other gravel pit in the close vicinity of the 
proposed location, the existence of which shall normally be considered an 
inhibiting factor in granting the proposed permit. No permit granted by 
the Board of Selectmen shall be valid for a period in excess 
of three years from its date of issue; c.

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1-2 Sol Removal Incidental to Development and Constructions a. 
Where soil is to be removed in connection with the preparation of a 
subdivision, the soil, loam, sand, peat or gravel may under normal cir- 
cumstances, be removed solely from the road down to the grades indi- 
cated on the subdivision plan only after the approval of said plan by the 
Planning Board and the issuance of a permit by the Board of Select- 
men. Where special circumstances exist requiring regrading of other 
than the road areas, the developer shall, with the approval of the Plan- 
ning Board, file a topographic plan showing the proposed initial and 
final contours of the area involved. In these circumstances sufficient 
loam must be retained on the subdivision for regrading to a minimum 
depth of six inches over the exposed subsoil. b.

In all cases sufficient loam shall be re- 
tained on the premises for regrading to a minimum depth of six inches 
over the subsoil. 1-3 Miscellaneous Removal of Soil Incidental to 
Improvement: Removal of miscellaneous amounts of soil not covered 
under the provisions of paragraphs 1-1 or 1-2 above is permitted pro- 
vided the removal is concomitant with the improvement of the property 
from which removal takes place and provided that removal is in accord 
with the expressed intent and purpose of the provisions of this by-law. 
Removal of aggregate quantities of less than fifty (50) cubic yards from 
any one general site requires no formal permit. Where the removal of 
soil in quantities in excess of fifty (50) cubic yards but less than five 
hundred (500) cubic yards, is desired, application must be made to the 
Building Inspector for a Miscellaneous Soil Removal Permit. If ap- 
propriate, the Building Inspector, with the concurrence of the Town 
Engineer, may issue the permit. The permit, if issued, shall indicate the 
approximate quantity of soil to be removed, the purpose of removal, and 
the location of the site of removal. The permit shall also specify that 
upon completion of excavation, exposed subsoil shall be graded and 
covered with loam to a minimum depth of six inches and that failure to 
do so shall be deemed a violation of the by-law. Where special circum- 
stances exist which indicate the removal of soil in excess of five 
hundred(500) cubic yards, but for which a_ general permit under 
paragraph 1-1 above is not appropriate, a permit for a larger amount, 
up to two thousand (2,000) cubic yards may be issued provided that it 
additionally has the approval of and bears the signature of the Chair- 
man of the Board of Selectmen or his designated representative.

Report of the Planning Board on Article 13 as presented at Special Town Meet- 
ing. The Planning Board recommends favorable action on Article 13 for the following 
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reasons: 


1, The presently approved six trucking terminals in the Industrial Park area provide 
more than adequate freight handling capacity for the needs of the forseeable future. 


2. The character and location of the remaining land in our Industrial Park area 
will attract other commerical development that will offer higher grade tax return and 
employment opportunities for the Town than could normally be expected from trucking 
terminals. 


3. The permissive use that presently allows trucking terminals can be re-established 
at some future date if the needs or desires of the Town should so dictate. 


4. The Industrial Development Commission of the Town feels that the proposed zoning 
change is in the best interest of the Town. 


5. At the required public hearing held to review this zoning change, no persons 
eppeared to speak in favor of retaining the trucking treminal use. 


6 The excise tax benefit that the Town expected to realize from vehicles registered 
in North Reading has not materialized to the degree hoped for. 


7. Those areas where the highest and best use would be for trucking terminals has 
already been devoted to that purpose. 


Voted that the Town amend and revise the Zoning By-Laws under Chapter V-b 
captioned, ‘‘Industrial Park District Uses’’, as authorized by the Board of Appeals, by 
deleting Section 1, “Truck Terminal Freight Stations,’’ and by inserting in Section 7

Report of the Planning Board on Articles 15, 16, 17, 18. 


The Planning Board recommends favorable action on Articles 15, 16, 17, 18. for the 
following reasons: 


1. With the present day reliance on the automobile, there is no longer a need 
for local stores in each neighborhood. 


2. In the areas in question, the local business use has died out of its own accord 
in all but one area. 


3. In any case where a business use now exists, that business could remain as 
a non-conforming use so long as it doesn’t change substantially in size or charac- 
ter. So present businesses would not be unfavorably affected. 


4. The general plan for the Town states on page 16 that the minor “corner store” 
zones at Burroughs Road, Gordon Street, and Marblehead Street are no longer 
essential to the convenience of the neighbors and can be omitted. 


5. The Planning Board feels that future local retail areas should be planned with

REPORT OF AN AUDIT OF THE ACCOUNTS 
OF THE TOWN OF NORTH READING 
FOR THE PERIOD FROM JANUARY 1, 1966 to MARCH 12, 1968 


Made in Accordance with the Provisions of Chapter 44, of the 
General Laws

Sir: 
As directed by you, I have made an audit of the books and accounts of 


the Town of North Reading for the period from January 1, 1966, the 


date of the previous audit, to March 12, 1968, the following report being 
submitted thereon: 


The financial transactions as recorded on the books of the several de- 
partments receiving or disbursing money for the town or committing 
bills for collection were examined and verified by comparison with the 
records of the town accountant and the town treasurer. 
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The books and accounts in the town accountant’s office were examined 
and checked, the receipts, as recorded, were checked with the depart- 
mental records and with the treasurer’s books, while the payments were 
compared with the treasury warrants and with the treasurer’s records. 


The ledgers were analyzed, the appropriations and loan authorizations 
were checked with the amounts voted by the town as shown by the Town 
clerk’s record of town meetings, the recorded transfers from the reserve 
fund were compared with the amounts authorized by the finance com- 
mittee, while other accounts were checked with the records of the various 
departments in which the transactions originated. 


ra trial balance was taken off, and a balance sheet, showing the finan- 
cial condition of the town on December 31, 1967, was prepared and is 
appended to this report. 


The books and accounts of the Town treasurer were examined and check- 
ed. The recorded receipts were analyzed and verified by comparison with 
the records in the several departments collecting money for the town, 
with other sources from which money was paid into the town treasury, 
and with the town accountant’s books. The payments, as entered, were 
checked with the selectmen’s warrants authorizing the disbursement of 
town funds and with the records of the town accountant. 


The cash book was footed throughout for the period of the audit, and the 
cash balance on March 12, 1968 was verified by reconciliation of the 
bank balances with statements furnished by the bank of deposit and by 
actual count of the cash in the office. 


The payments on account of maturing debt and interest were verified 
by comparison with the amounts falling due and were checked with the 
cancelled securities and coupons on file. The bond and coupon account 
was reconciled, the outstanding bonds and coupons being listed and com- 
pared with a statement furnished by the bank of deposit. 


The tax titles and tax possessions held by the town were listed from the 
records of the treasurer, and all transactions pertaining thereto, were 
verified, including a comparison with the records at the Registry of 
Deeds. 


The transactions of the several trust and investment funds in custody of 
the Town treasurer were verified, and the securities and savings bank 
books representing the investment of these funds were examined and 


listed. 


The records of payroll deductions for Federal and State taxes, country 
retirement system, purchase of savings bonds, group insurance, and pur- 
chase of annuities for school employees were audited and verified, and 
the deductions on hand were listed and reconciled with the controlling 


accounts in the accountant’s ledger. 
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The books and accounts of the tax collector were examined and checked. 
The taxes and motor vehicle excise outstanding according to the previous 
examination, as well as all subsequent commitment lists, were audited 
and reconciled with the warrants issued for their collection. The recorded 
collections were checked with the payments to the treasurer and with 
the accountant’s books, the abatements as recorded, were compared with 
the assessors’ records of abatements granted, and the outstanding ac- 
counts were listed and proved with the accountant’s ledger. 


Further verification of the outstanding taxes and excise, as well as of 
the outstanding water accounts, was made by mailing notices to a num- 
ber of persons whose names appeared on the books as owing money to the 
town, the replies received thereto indicating that the accounts, as listed, 
are correct. 


The books and accounts of the water department were examined and 
checked. An analysis was made of the charges, the recorded payments to 
the treasurer were compared with the treasurer’s and the accountant’s 
books, and the outstanding accounts were listed and vertified. 


The financial records of the town clerk were examined and checked in 
detail. The collections on account of dog and sporting licenses were ex- 
amined and compared with the payments to the town treasurer and to 
the Division of Fisheries and Game. 


During the examination of the sporting licenses issued by the town clerk 
it was noted that he had failed to comply with the provisions of General 
Laws, Chapter 131, Section 18, which require monthly payments to the 
Division of Fisheries and Game of all monies received for sporting licen- 
ses issued. This failure resulted in a cash discrepancy of $2,308.00 on 
the audit date of March 12, 1968, representing monies due the State 
for licenses issued during 1967 and 1968 to March 12, and it was further 
noted that this sum had not been paid over to the State during the time 
that the audit was in progress. 


The records of departmental cash collections by the Selectmen, the sealer 
of weights and measures, and the inspectors of buildings, wires and gas, 
as well as by the police, health, school, library, and cemetery depart- 
ments, and by all other departments in which money was collected for 
the town, were examined and checked. The payments to the town treaur- 
er, were verified, and the cash on hand in the several departments was 
proved by actual count. 


The surety bonds filed by the several town officials for the faithful per- 
formance of their duties were examined and found to be in proper form. 


Appended to this report, in addition to the balance sheets, are tables 
showning a reconciliation of the town treasurer’s cash, summaries of the 
tax, tax title, tax possession, departmental, and water accounts, as well 
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as schedules showing the condition and transactions of the several trust 
and investment funds. 


While engaged in making the audit, cooperation was received from all 
officials of the town, for which, on behalf of my assistants and for my- 
self, I wish to express appreciation.

QUESTION NO. 2 


PROPOSED AMENDMENT TO THE CONSTITUTION 
Do you approve of the adoption of an amendment to the constitu- 
tion summarized below, which was approved by the General Court in a 
joint session of the two branches held August 30, 1966, received 188 
votes in the affirmative and 46 in the negative, and in a joint session 
af the two branches held May 10, 1967, received 174 votes in the affir- 
mative and 78 in the negative? YES OR NO 


SUMMARY 


The proposed amendment of the Constitution authorizes the Legis- 
lature to impose an income tax graduated according to total income, and 
authorizes the granting of reasonable exemption, deductions and abate- 
ments, as an alternative to the exercise of the Legislature’s existing 
power to tax income under Article 44 of the Amendments to the Con- 
stitution. Without limiting the foregoing authorization, the proposed 
amendment permits any such tax to be imposed at a uniform percent- 
age of an individual’s federal income tax liability or at graduated rates 
applied to his total income taxable federally, and it permits reasonable 
variations of any federal provisions. 
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It requires that the graduated rates, exemptions, and deductions 
to be set without regard to the kind of income being taxed.

SUMMARY 


The proposed amendment of the Constitution defines the circum- 
stances in which a Governor’s inability to perform his functions shall 
cause his office to become vacant, and it establishes a procedure for 
making the necessary determinations. The office will become vacant 
following a declaration of disability by the Governor himself or by the 
Chief Justice and a majority of the Associate Justices of the Supreme 
Judicial Court, or such other body as the Legislature may provide. The 
vacancy will terminate four days after the Governor declares that no 
disability exists, unless (1) within that period the Chief Justice and 
majority of the Associate Justices, or such other body provided by the 
Legislature, should make a contrary declaration and (2) within another 
stated period the Legislature, by two-thirds of each branch present and 
voting ,then determine the issue contrary to the Governor’s declaration. 


The same procedure will also apply to a Lieutenant Governor who in 
the case of a vacancy is performing the Governor’s duties. 


The proposed amendment also requires the election of a Governor 
for the unexpired balance of the four-year term if a vacancy in the 
office of Governor as described in the proposed amendment continues for 
a six-month period expiring more than five months prior to a biennial 
state election other than an election for Governor,

Law Proposed by Initiative Petition

SUMMARY 


The proposed law provides that the official ballot in the biennial 
State election for the year 1970 shall contain a quesion asking the voters 
whether there shall be a convention in 1971 to (1) revise, alter or amend 
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the constitution of the Commonwealth on the following subjects, insofar 
as they relate to the structure of government, and no others; the Execu- 
tive Branch; the General Court; the Executive Council; the government 
of cities, towns and counties and their relationship to each 
other and to the government of the Commonwealth; (2) simplify 
and rearrange the constitution, and (3 provide methods of amendment 
thereof. The question will state that the convention shall not consider or 
propose any measure which relates to the Massachusetts Declaration of 
Rights, the provisions of the Massachusetts constitution concerning the 
“Judiciary Power” (other than provisions respecting the Executive 
Council), or any of the excluded matters enumerated in Article xLVII, II 
Section 2 of the Massachusetts constitution. The question will fix the 
number of delegates to the convention at 150 of whom 20 members shall 
be members of the General Court; the remaining 130 members shall be 
elected by the voters in the manner summarized below. 'The question will 
also state that the convention shall conclude its business not later than 
120 days from its first session. 


The proposed law provides that if a majority of the votes on the 
foregoing question is in the affirmative, the convention shall be held in 
July 1971, to revise, alter or amend the constitution on the matters 
enumerated above only. The House of Representatives and the Senate 
shall each elect as delegates 10 of its members, not more than 6 from 
each branch coming from the same political party. Of the remaining 
130 delegates, 10 shall be elected at large and 120 shall be elected from 
the 40 senatorial districts, 3 from each. Provision is made for the manner 
of nominating and electing these 130 delegates, without party or political 
designation, for filling vacancies occuring in the position of any delegate, 
from whatever source chosen, and for the conduct of the convention’s 
business. 


Any revisions, alterations and amendments of the Massachusetts 
constitution adopted by the convention shall be submitted to the people 
at the State election in 1972 for their ratification and adoption in such 
manner as the convention may direct. If a majority of the people voting 
thereon ratify and adopt such revision, alteration or amendment, the 
constitution shall be deemed to be changed accordingly. 


The proposed law also provides that if the vote on the question to be 
submitted at the biennial State election in 1970 is in the affirmative, the 
Governor shall appoint a preparatory commission of 5 members to 
compile data to aid the convention in the discharge of its duties. Each 
member of the commission shall receive compensation of $10,000 and 
the commission may expend a sum not in excess of $200,000. as the 
Governor may approve, for its expenses.

Expen- 
ditures would have been considerably greater if this department had 
not taken advantage of other government programs which were avail- 
able,
